HONGKONG AND THE BUDGET. 


sna , 

Viewed in the light of ‘a financial state- 
nent the Budget for 1903, as introduced at 
yesterday's meeting of the Hongkong Legis- 
lative Council, must he considered as, a fair 
and clear exposition of the prospects of the 
Colony, and an adequate defimtion of its 
present position. Although it is thought 
advisable to raise.a loan in order to meet 
the excess expenditure over estimated 
revenue one must bear in mind, when deal- 
ing, with’ the. statistics, that the action is 
more than justified by the fact that for some 


—l-years=to—come-the- opening-up-of-the-many- 


sources of revenue must necessarily entail 
an extraordinary expenditure. According 
to the extensive statistics compiled by the 
Hon. A, M. ‘Thomson, Colonial Treasurer, 
the estimated revenue for the present. 
year was $4,639,530:00, whereas the return 
to the Colony for 1903 is now placed at 
#4.933,295-00, OF an increase of $293,764.00. 
This may be considered as satisfactory by 
reason of an indication of steady growth ; 
but turning to the estimated expenditure we 
also find a large increase. For the year 
1902, including Public Works Extra- 
ordinary, the expenditure was &stimated at 
$4,56t,193-18, whereas next year we may 
be called upon to meet an increase of 
$1,084,408.12, or a total estimated expendi- 
ture of #5,645,601.23. ‘The ordinary revenue 
for 1903 is reckoned to bring in $4,583,295, 
ahd the ordinary expenditure is put down at 
$4,714,501, thus leaying adeficitof #13¢- 
206; but-to this total has to be added the 
estimated ‘expenditure upon Extraordinary 
Public Works, $931,100, while the revenue 
to the derived from land sales, estimated 


| to realise $350,000, makes a further deficit 


of $581,100, or a total deficiency of $712, 306 
odd. ‘lurning to the question of cstimated 
revenue to be derived next year, and 
dwelling in detail on a few ‘of the “fidre 
prominent, we find that one of the most 
fruitful squrces of funds is expected to be 
contributed by the New ‘Territory where 
grants of Crown leases will in all pro- 
hability involve a large increase in rent. 
To eae e182 be . shee tee Ot. 
revenue will produée $80,000 as against 
$30,000 ‘this year and practically a similar 
amount in-rgo1. Tt is, of course, only a 
natural state of affairs now that the land 
claims are gradually being settled, or have 
practically been completed bythe Land Court, 
to find the revenue showing substantial 
increases year by year. Everyone must agree 
that itis time the Kowloon territory com- 
menced contributing her portion to the 
revenue of the Colony, and it ig gratifying 


aay 


to realise the Government anticipate such - 


a satisfactory increase within the next twelve 
months. ‘The expenditure on the Hinter- 
land has hitherto far exceeded the moderate 
estimates of the Hon. J. H. Stewart Locx- 
Hart in his report in connection with the 
extension of the boundaries of Hongkong, 
and his most sanguine expectations in regard 
to its capabilities have nol yet been reajised, 
altbough.it must be remembered that Sir 
WiLLiaM GASCOIGNE, in his lengthy report for 
1901, published by us last evening, assigns a 
portion of the increased Lea opium 
farm to the acquisition of the New Lerritory. 
We fear, however, this is not solely the 
reason when the abnormal increase over the 
value of the old monopoly, amounting to 
about 33 percent of the Macao Opium 
Farm, only recently leased, is taken into 
consideration. Conditions at Macao and 
Hongkong are analogous, and: to the 


“Portuguese colofy-no-: extension of its 


territory has yet been conceded. The 
revenue expected next year from the assess- 
ment of taxes is given at {960,000.00 as 
against $780,000.00 estimated for the pre- 
sent year. ‘his, of course, is only a 
natural outcome of the expansion of the 
City with its many public and private pro- 
perties either being commenced or which 
are nearing completion, Another important 
source of revenue which is estimated to 
produce a substantial increase is™ the 
profit on subsidiary coins. In the 1903 
estimates the return gives ;an increase 
of $10,000 over that of previous 
years, and -one which might .be very 
matérially augmented, if British subsidiary 
coins were imported to a much larger ex; 
tent than at present, The suggestion is by 
no means new, but well merits thoughtful, 
consideration. Surely when we have such: 
an’ obvigus source of revenue and fail to 
take advantage of it to its fullest extent it 


refletts ‘on, the authorities in permitting a |. 


wide currency: in’ Chinese Government'sub- 
sidiary coins, and especially when we know 
to our cost that government departments and 
local banks refuse to accept them when ten- 
dered.- ‘The sooner they.are done away with in 
the Colony the better it will"be for everyone 
concerned. Another item in the Colonial 
Estimates likely to bring increased revenue 
during next year are the fees derivable from 
Sunday cargo-working .permits, under Or- 
dinance 6 of s891. No less a sum: than 
$40,000.00 was estimated for this year and 
in 1903 it is expected’ that this amount will 
be increased by &g,000... Why there should 
be any-at all we are.at a'toss to understand,.
